No Appointment for Postmastec
Until Mr. Cabell Is Confirmed

as Commis'sioner,
"All this talk about the appointment

of Kdgar Allan, Jr. as postmaster to
succeed Mr. Cabell is, in my bellef,
soundea from the camp of the Allan
followers," sald a promlnent Repub-
lican yesterday. "I don"t--mean to say.
or even intlmate, that I am opposed to
his appointment. It ls not the proper
tlme to appolnt a successor, and I don't
believe President Taft has considered
tho'matter.

"In the flrst place Mr. Cabell has
never recelved offlclal Informatlon that
he has been, selected as the Commls.
sloner of Xnternal Revenue, nor has hla
name been presented to the Senate. 1
bli'eve, of course, that that will be done
ln due tlme, but to thlnk of the name
of his successor at Rlchmond being
presented flrst ls too far out of the
usual course of events to talk about.

"It has actually been prlnted that
Mr. Allan's name will be sent on by
the President next week. Or course,
this ls posslble, but hardly probable,
as prior to that tlme, ln' the regular
course of events, Mr. Cabell's name
will be passed upon, and his accept-
ance recelved. There are certaln for-
malltles when a man ls appolnted to
offlce whlch haafe to be carrled out."

Mr. Allan. as nselatajit postmastef
under the admlnistratlon of Mr. Cabell,
has acquired a knowledge of the inner
workings of the jfflce. and is besidea
a close personal and political frlend
of Postmaster-General HItchcock. He
Is regarded by some as a logical aud-
cessor ln the posltlon, but others think
President Taft wlll»conalder the wls-
dom of namlng eome Taft Democrat.
wlth a view to strengthening his posl¬
tlon in Vlrglnla.

GREENEVILLE, TENN., May 31..
Scattered over the green sward ln and
around the National Cemetery, whlch,
for the pa.st thirty j\eara, haa aerved at

the reatlng place for the body of An-
drew Johnson, aovcntteehth President
of the Unlted Statea,' thousands of the
descendants of hls old-timo nelghbora
and frlenda ln 'Eaat Tcnnessee to-day,
by organlzln'g the Andrew Johnaon
Memorlal Asaoclatlon, took advantage
of the first memorlal uelebratlon alnce
tho tranBformatlon of |he prlvate
cemetery into a national lnatltutlon to
do honor to the memory of the former
ulstingulshed cJUizen.

Trlbute to JoUiimou.
The people came from all portlona

of the vast and pluturesque East Ten-
nessce country, and moat of them
were of the present day generatlon;
there were aome old-tlmera who boaat-
ed ot having known the Tennesaeo
Coijnmoiier ln hls tlme. and who apoke
of the fact wlth mucli prlde.
The^»rator of tho occaalon, Martlh

W. Llttleton, came all tno way from
New ITotk to apeak in terma of hlgh-
tat eulogy of the one Prealdent who,
urlng hls term of oillcc, waa trled on

lrnpeachment charges.
\ Titr. Llttleton "ls a natlve of Eaat
Tennessee, and he cxpreaaed hlgh ap-
preclatlon of the lronor conferred upon
hlm ln maklng hlm the orator of the
occualon. He rovlewed at great
length the llfe of the dlstlnguleshod
men ln whoae memory the people had
ussembled, and pre/I/Ked that the day
would como when tho entlre countrywould be pleaaed to do homage to the-
name of Androw Johnson.
Followlng the decoratlon of the

grave of the President, the assemblyretumed from the cemetery to the
Greonevllle Audltorlum, wfrteh seats
0,000 people, and where the formal
program waa carried out. It had been
Planned.to hold the exerclses at the
cemetery, but On account of a heavyrain last nlght the change waa deemed
advisable. The cemetery la a beau-t.'ftfi spot, juar outslde of the town lnWhlc£ for aeverai years ln his earlyllfe mr. Johnson/worked aa a tallor.It Is splendldly cared for and com-mands a flne vlew of the mountaln
range which separate Mr. Johnson'B

resldents found especlal pleasure in

manlfested much prlde In the fact

glven a national character by Con-
gress.

Walter P. Brownlow, member of Con-
gress from thla dlstrlct, himself a
nearrelative of the late.Parson Brown¬
low, Mr. Johnaon's most dlstlngulshed
compeor. Mr. Brownlow wa8 largely re-sponslDle l'or the creatlon of ine na¬
tional cemetery. and though he occu-
plcd no asslgned part on to-day's pro¬
gram, waa by- common c"onsent awarded
a posltlon of general promlnence.

Old Fiddlera Reminlaceut,
In additlon to Mr. Littleton'a apeech,the program consisted of the alngingof "Amerlca" and the "Star-SpangledBanner" by a cholr of 200 volcea; an

invocatlon by, the Rev. John S. Eakln
and the lntroductlon of Mr. Llttleton
by Hon. Jaraes C. Park, cloalng with
the organlzatlon of the Memorlal Aaao¬
clatlon. There was ln attendance a
notable orchestra, several membera of
whlch were old-tlmc flddlers, who had
furnished muslc at the polltical gath-
erlngs durlng* the Johnson-Gentry cam-
paign for Governor before the Civll
War. Many of them were ln remt-
nlscent moods, and between tunes man¬
lfested great. w'llllngness to entertaln
vlsltors wlth storles of the dlm and
dlstant past. J
Altogether it was a memorable day

for Greenevllle, and vlBltors generally
voted that they had been well enter-
talned.
